Mr. Chairman, Lady and Gentlemen, 
I have pleasure in presenting the Annual Report for 1962. 


The Registrar General's figures for the year indicate a populaticn 
of 6,880, an increase of 60 compared with last year. There were 118 live 
births during the year compared with 116 last year and the adjusted birth 
rate of 16.6) per 1,000 population compares with a national birth rate of 
18.0 per 1,000 population. There were 130 deaths during the year, a 
decrease of 36 oompared with last year and the adjusted death rate of 10.58 
compares favourably with a national death rate of 11.9 per 1,000 population. 
In considering the number of deaths which occurred, one must once again 
bear in mind the long stay Geriatric Unit situated in the Hast Riding 
General Hospital. Some patients in this unit come from other districts 
and any who die and have been resident for six months are considered as 
Driffield Urban District deaths: thus approximately one quarter of the 
total deaths were of persons who would otherwise have resided in other 
districts. 


Very few cases of infectious diseases were notified during the 
year: the table in the report shows that the figure was the lowest for a 
number of years. 


The sanitary circumstances of the district varied very little 
during the year. The town's water supply is now administered by the East 
Yorkshire (Wolds Area) Water Board and all of the 31 samples of water 
submitted for bacteriological examination were satisfactory. Sewage 
disposal continues as in previous years and the number of pail closets 
remaining in use again dropped to a new low figure of 108 at the end of 
the year. The total number of houses in the district again increased tc 
2,135 compared with 2,083 last year, the local authority building 33 and 
other owners 19 of the new houses. 


In presenting this report I would like to express my thanks to 
Mr. Marsh and the staff for their work and help during the year and also 
to the Chairman and Members of the Public Health Committee for their 
constant support and interest.

HOSPITAL SERVICES

Bast Riding General Hospital 


This hospital is under the East Riding Group Hospital Management 
Committee and admits acute general and geriatric patients. Out-patient 
facilities include clinics for medicine, surgery, orthopaedic surgery, 
gynaecology, paediatrics, oto-laryngology, chest diseases, ophthalmology, 
psychiatry, dermatology, radiotherapy and diabetic.
